‘country between Missourt and California, in 
the latuvade invwhieh we now stand, is well 
adapted tosettlement and cultivation, aud 
capable of fooming five great Soutes: second: 
ly, That it well udapted to the construction 
ofarmlway, Tbelieve Lhave made good the 
first of these propositrons, and that we may 
now assume thet the line of great Srates 
which now extend nearly half way arross 
thiw continent, and through the centre of 
this Union —Pensylvania, Ohio, [ndiona, Ili- 
pvis and Missouri—may, be continued, and 
matched, by an equal number of States, 
equally great, between Missouri and Calis 
forcian. LT consider (hat. proposition estib- 
liched, and wav no maore about The es 
dablialinentof the second. proposition results 
all that hos been shown ja taver of the coun 
try for settlement snd cultivation, is equally 
in favor of t forthe road, But T have some 
direct and positive testimony on this head 
which the unmportance of the subject, and the 
vilue of the testimony ilxell) sequires to be 
produceds speak of the last expedition of 
Colg Fremont—his winter expedition of 
18532754 —aiid of the success which atten: 
ded it, and of the value ot the intormation 
which it affirded. He chowe ‘the ‘dead of 
winter for his exploration, . that he might xee 
the worst--see the real dsfficulies, and de- 
termine whether they could be vanquished. 
He believed ia the practicabiliy ofthe road, 
andthat hia) mi-eari ge in 1848-"49) was 
the fal ofhis guide, not ofthe country; 
and be was determined to xolve those ques- 
tions by the fest of actusl experiment. 

With these views, he sat out, taking the 
winter for ins (ime, the west for his. course 
a straight line his objecty the mouthiofthe 
Kanaas for his’ pointofdeparture, Su.

openings inte the valley wf the San Jonquia

metrivally determined by Fiemont as well 
as visibly seen by his eye—so that this line 
fora rond, the longest and straightest in the
